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PREFACE 


"Tur object of this series is to supply beginners with 
Latin narrative which can be easily read. — Care has 
therefore been taken to select interesting stories, and 
to simplify the text where it has seemed too difficult. 

A full vocabulary and historical appendix are in- 
cluded in each volume, but there are no notes. It 
has been thought best to let the master decide the 
amount of help in translation which the class ought 
to receive. 

Many pupils have to bid good-bye to Latin at such 
an early age that they carry away little or no know- 
ledge of the language or of the race which used it. 
1t is hoped that those who read this series will, at 
any rate, learn something of the glories of Rome, 
&nd of the deeds, lives, and ideals of some of its 
famous men. 

For those who intend further to pursue the study 
of the language, the series endeavours to satisfy the 
claims of good scholarship by providing a set of 
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exercises designed to test their knowledge of accidence, 
syntax, and composition. his portion of the book 
is interleaved,* as the authors are of opinion that it 
is & good thing for the beginner to make his own 
record of progress, and to keep it under the same 
cover as the book he has read. 

"Teachers are recommended to read the preliminary 
note as to the method of using the exercises.

One of the Roman leaders was 
annoyed at the delay, by which his colleague 
sought an opportunity to support his forces. He 
had urged the excited soldiers to demand battle, 
and told M. Furius that they were increasing the 
courage of the enemy by delay. Camillus replied : 
^] cannot hinder your power. Do what you 
think is for the benefit of the State." The 
tribune drew up the line: Camillus waited with 
the reserves.

APPENDIX A 
THE EARLY WARS OF ROME 


Wurm, at the end of the fifth century before Christ, the 
Romans drove out the tyrannical Tarquin, surnamed the 
Proud, last. of their seven kings, they found themselves in 
4 situation of considerable peri — Four dangerous enemies 
surrounded them—the Etruscans in the north-west, the 
Latins in the immediate south and east, the Volscian 
Highlanders and the Aequi in the inland country. Fora 
century and a-half Rome was occupied in warfare prac- 
tically without remission, generally with one or more of 
these four tribes, occasionally with a band of migrant 
Gauls. 

The Latins were the first aggreseors, and were decisively 
defeated at the battle of Lake Regillus, where, as the 
Roman legend avers, the "great twin brethren," Castor 
and Pollux, fought in the Roman ranks. A Latin League 
was then formed, of which Rome became a member, and 
eventually the head. 

A long period of peace with Etruria gave Rome oppor- 
tunity to cope successfully with the Volscians and Aequi. 
In these fiercely-contested wars two great generals, Corio- 
lanus and Cincinnatus, won many victories for the Roman 
arms, and it was due in great measure to them that, by 
the end of the fourth century, Rome was able to abandon 
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her defensive attitude, and had driven her enemies back 
into their mountain strongholds. 

Meanwhile, however, the forty years' truce with Etruria 
had come to an end, and there was a long and bitter 
struggle with the powerful city of Vei. The Roman 
army invested the city, and besieged it for ten years. At 
last, after varying fortunes, divine omens revealed to the 
Romans the means of capturing the city. Led by the 
great Camillus, the Roman forces took Veii by storm, and 
the Veientine district of Southern Etruria was added to 
the Roman dominions. 

In the interval of comparative peace which ensued upon 
the fall of Veii, internal dissensions arose at Rome, which 
resulted in the exile of Camillus, too proud to seek the 
favour of the people either by condescension of manner 
or largesse of booty.  Prosecuted before the public 
assembly, he withdrew in indignation to the neighbouring 
town of Ardea, calling down the wrath of heaven upon 
his ungrateful countrymén. He had not long been in 
retirement there when Rome was faced by a peril greater 
than any which had hitherto threatened. A horde of 
Gauls, moving southward in search of new settlements, 
came to the town of Clusium, and demanded land. 
Terror-stricken, the people of Clusium appealed to Rome 
for protection, and a Roman embassy was sent to bid the 
Gauls withdraw. But when the barbarians refused to 
accede to this demand, the Roman envoys were rash 
enough to fight.in the ranks of their friends, and the 
Gauls, indignant at this violation of the courtesies of 
international intercourse, left Clusium, and hastened to 
turn their arms against Rome. 

A great battle was fought at the River Allia in 390 s.c., 
in which the Roman army was utterly routed, and the 
way to Rome lay open to the Gaul. At Rome all was 
panic and alarm. t seemed hopeless to defend the city, 
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and eventually the pick of the Roman troops, with their 
wives and children, retired to the Capitol, leaving the 
elders to the mercy of the Gauls, who massacred them to 
a man. The Gauls occupied and pillaged the city, and 
vigorously besieged the Capitol. Once they had all but 
captured it by a secret night attack, when the cackling of 
the sacred geese—spared even in the famine of the siege 
—aroused the centurion Manlius just in time to hurl down 
the human ladder, by means of which the first of the 
enemy was about to mount the wall. But famine effected 
what force of arms could not, and the Romans were at last 
obliged to make terms. They were in the very act of 
paying out the ransom demanded by the Gauls, when 
Camillus appeared at the head of an army, to save the 
country which had treated him so ungratefuly. Two 
fierce battles were fought, and the Gauls were exter- 
minated. So says the historian Livy ; but there is reason 
to believe that the Romans came off with less honour than 
he would have us believe. At any rate, the siege had 
reduced Rome to a very perilous condition, and it was 
only the genius of Camillus which saved her in the 
struggles which ensued. 

Three of her ancient foes—the Etruscans, Aequi, and 
Volscians—attacked her simultaneously; and even the 
Hernici, hitherto most loyal of the Latin League, joined 
in theattack. For ten years there was no respite from 
war, in spite of the many brilliant victories of Camillus 
and his colleagues. The Latins, too, revolted, and even 
the Roman settlers at Velitrae; but the Roman arms pre- 
vailed, and some ten years after the battle of the Allia 
the sphere of operations had been transferred from Roman 
to Volscian territory. 

About this time the course of Roman conquest was 
interrupted by renewed internal dissensions. These, 
however, were brought to a happy conclusion, and, 
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indeed, resulted in the consolidation of the Roman State. 
Camillus, no less serviceable to the State in civil discords 
than in foreign wars, played no small part in the final 
settlement, but the next year witnessed his death. But 
Rome was strong enough to do without him. In the wars 
which followed she became mistress, first, of Latium and 
Campania ; then, after a bitter struggle with the Samnites, 
Central Italy was added to her dominions ; finally, after 
the repulse of the Epirot invader Pyrrhus, the Roman 
dominions were extended to the southern and eastern 
coasts; and Rome, mistress of all Italy southward from 
the Po, was ready for the greatest struggle of all—the 
war with the Carthaginians. 
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APPENDIX B 


THE STRUGGLE BETWEEN THE ORDERS 
AT ROME 


Tus Roman people consisted of two classes or orders—the 
plebeians and the patricians, The latter had the monopoly 
of all the offices and privileges of the State; the former 
were allowed to share only the burdens. They bad, 
indeed, the right to vote in the ** Comitia Centuriata "— 
the assembly of the Roman citizen army—but even there 
they could only vote upon measures proposed by patrician 
magistrates and sanctioned by the patrician Senate, or 
choose their magistrates from the patrician candidates 
who offered themselves for election ; and even then, such 
was the constitution of the assembly, their superior 
numbers could only command a minority of the votes. If 
wronged by patricians, they had to plead before a 
patrician court ; if they were in debt, and unable to pay, 
they became the bond-slaves of their patrician creditors ; 
and they could be executed on the order of a patrician 
magistrate. 

This last was the evil which was the cause of their 
earliest agitations ; and about the end of the sixth century 
».c. they were granted the right to appeal against sentence 
of death, and plead their cause before the public assembly. 
The next, and most irksome of all their burdens, was the 
enslavement for debt. Some few years after the con- 
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cession of the right of appeal the populace retired from 
the city in a body, and refused to return until their 
grievances were remedied. Asa result of this concessions 
were made, not only to relieve the existing burden of debt, 
but to grant protection for the future. Purely plebeian 
officers, called "tribunes," were to be appointed by the 
people to protect the popular interests. They were to be 
allowed, by personal intervention, to protect any individual 
citizen, and to veto any magistrate's order,in Rome. They 
could also summon the council of the common people, and 
obtain an expression of their opinion, called the ** plebi- 
scitum." Their persons were sacred. 

After this concession the plebeians turned their attention 
to the removal of their other disabilities. They wanted to 
be put on a level with the patricians in respect to the 
validity of their marriages, the right to acquire property 
and hold land, and, most important of all, the right to hold 
office. The first of these aims was accomplished in the 
middle of the fifth century, and the third, stubbornly 
contested by the aristocracy, remained the main object of. 
the plebeians. In 444 s.c. instead of the two consuls 
who were ordinarily the chief magistrates, a board of 
magistrates, called '*military tribunes with consular power," 
were appointed—an office theoretically open to the ple- 
beians, though no plebeian was elected till 400. The 
patrieians now began to see that the consulship must 
eventually be thrown open to the people, so they tried to 
minimize the effect of the concession by dividing among 
minor officers some of the consular privileges, hoping, no 
doubt, to keep these offices for themselves. But these 
hopes were not fulülled; and, indeed, the plebeians 
obtained access to the minor offices, with the exception of 
the quaestorship, soon after their institution. 

From the middle to the end of the fifth century there 
was respite from political agitation, due to the great wars. 
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But this respite was brought to an end by the Gallic 
invasion and the resulting distress; and after minor 
measures of relief had been passed, two of the tribunes 
of 376— Licinius and Sextius—brought forward three pro- 
posals, which were intended to give the plebeians practical 
equality in the State with the patricians. Henceforth 
there were to be consuls again, instead of military tribunes 
with consular power, and one at least of these was to be 
a plebeian. Drastic measures were to be taken to relieve 
the plebeians of their load of debt. The patrician practice 
of appropriating huge tracts of State land at a nominal 
rent was to be strictly curtailed. The patricians offered 
a strenuous resistance to these revolutionary proposals, but 
the tribunes, re-elected year after year, were no less 
obstinate in obstructing all business of State until their 
measures should be passed. Theappointment of a dictator 
—a supreme magistrate of extraordinary powers—was 
ineffectual to check the agitation, and eventually, after 
ten years, the patricians gave way, induced by the aged 
Camillus to abandon their opposition to the agitation they 
could no longer resist. Henceforward plebeians as well as 
patricians were eligible for the highest offices of the State, 
and it was not long before they succeeded in removing all 
inequalities between the orders. From this time the dis- 
tinction between plebeian and patrician ceased to have 
any practical importance ; and the State of Rome, united 
as it had never been before, could devote its undivided 
attention to the conquest of Italy, and the subsequent 
expansion of the empire.
